This Diſtemper may ſhew itſelf like a Leproſy, with a 
thick white Scurf on the Head and elſewhere. When 
the Diſorder falls on the Lungs, beware of a colon 
Conſumption, as it is frequently called, and is too often: * 
fatal to young People, by not attending ſcrupulouſly to 
this Diſorder. After the Meaſles and Small Pox, wens ; 
Eyes and running Sores are not unuſual, which People 
ſeldom think proceed from the Evil, though it is _ 
often the Caſe. A very dry thick cruſty Scab near tie 
Elbows, and Joints, is ſometimes: ſeen ; which, when 
removed, is ſucceeded by others of the ſame Nature, 
which are difficult to cure, except the Conſtitution be 
mended. The Glaads under Womens Arm- pits fre- 
quently ſwell or tumefy, and their Breaſts troubled win 
hard unequal painful Tumours or Swellings, which have 
been too — taken for Cancers, and the Knife igna- 
rantly uſed to the irreparable Damage of the pour Sul 4 
ferer. Such Breaſts neglected, or wrongly treated, often 
degenerate into real Cancers, when every one knows the I 
Caſe is deplorable. Should the Bones be foul, the Cain 
is bad, though not always to be deſpaired of. Some 
times the Marrow of the Bone is touched, or the Dif- : 
eaſe begins in the Bone itſelf; which may be obſerved 
when the Bones themſelves ſeem ſwelled about the 
Heads, and afterwards Sores break out and diſcharge a 
thin oily Matter, then it is truly a deplorable Cale.

much, and contains but little Virtue. Many Patients 
have been groſly impoſed on, by the Sellers of. theſe * 
Roots, who quote my Name to deceive the ignorant 
Buyer, and I muſt repeat it, that if a Vervain Roat is 
not that Bigneſs I recommend, People are greatly de- 
ceived, and have little or na Benefit at all from it. Let 
the Buyer take Heed. All the Fibres are to be cut off 
ſmooth, and as little of the Rind as poſſible, to be worn 
always at the Pit of the Stomach, tied with a Yard of 
white Sattin Ribbon half an Inch wide, round the neck 
of Men and Women of an ordinary Stature: if taller, 3 
an Ell will be wanting; and Children in Proportion. 
To the better Sort of Females, I propoſe the Ribbon 
to be faſtened through an Eyelet-hole or Loop in the 
Boſom of the Shift, and ſo worn, which will be no Eye- 
ſore. AwWuarter of a Yard of Ribbon will be enough; 
but no other coloured Ribbon is proper, becauſe the 
Dye in ſome Colours may be prejudicial. The Root 
muſt never be wetted, not when freſh gathered, but wi= 
ped clean with a dry Cloth. It muſt not be ſown up, or 
covered with any Thing, but always worn naked at the 
Pit of the Stomach. If after wearing, the Ends of the 
Fibres ſtick out, and hurt and prick the Stomach, they 
muſt be cut off with a ſharp Knife as at firſt. I always 
cut a little Notch round the upper End of the Root, and. 
tye the Ribbon with a double on Knot, leſt it flip, out 
and be loſt. When it has been worn a few Days, it 
will ſhrink, by the Heat of the Stomach ; then the Rib- 
bon muſt be tied faſter. A Buckle or Button on the 
Bottom of a Man's Shirt will be convenient, to keep 
the Root next the Skin, as well in Bed as up. Ob» 
ſerve the Roat be not decayed or rotten, but freſh and 
green when applied: and it is neceſſary to have a freſh + 
one every Spring and Fall. If I put chis Root about 
the Patient's Neck, I am not aſhamed to fay, Pray Gd 
give his .

tze Stalk End, ſomething like Oak Leaves, when half 
1 3 of a deeper green above than beneath. The 
Flowers are ranged in long Spikes, of a very pale pur- 
ple, divided into five Parts at the Top, ſucceeded by 
5 four ſmall longiſh Seeds, joined together: The Flower 
is very ſmall, the two uppermoſt Segments appearing
